Thomas A. Bowles, 
prominent 
banker, head of the Central Nat­ 
ional Bank, today expressed his 
views regarding

$25,000,000 
bond issue for good roads in the 
state of Alabama. 
Mr. Bowles gave the following 
interview to the Daily: 
“The action of the state legis­ 
lature on the road building meas­ 
ure which calls for an expenditure 
of 25 millions of dollars in carry­ 
ing out a great road program is 
being watched with great interest 
by every resident of the state. 
“Transportation methods have 
changed during the last 15 years 
and every section of the country 
has been hard pressed to keep 
pace with the needs for improved 
roads that the automobiles require. 
“Good roads are now necessary 
factors in enabling such a com­ 
munity as Albany-Decatur to serve 
its trade area more thoroughly. A 
community’s population 
consists 
not only of those people who live 
within the city limits, but really 
includes those who are in its trade 
area. This is true of our commun­ 
ity, and is more evident when one 
realizes that a large part of tut* 
trade of local 
mercantile 
houses 


comes from many miles outside our 
city limits. 
“Albany-Decatur’s 
trade 
area 
embraces a population of approxi­ 
mately 50,000 people who come 
here for their .marketing and re­ 
creation, and in many other ways 
center their activities about our 
community. 
A large part of the 
produce from the farms within this 
trade area is shipped through our 
community, and plays 
no 
small 
part in our prosperity. 
“We know that improved high­ 
ways bring increased business ac­ 
tivities to those cities which they 
cross, because our merchants arc 
daily receiving a large volume of 
business from the motorists who 
drive along the great arterial high­ 
ways from Memphis and Nashville 
to Montgomery, where they con­ 
nect with the main east and west 
roads. 
“We are all interested 
in 
all 
movements directed at making Al­ 
bany-Decatur more accessible to 
people living in the more distant 
parts of our trade area, because 
every resident of the city stands 
to share in the increased business 
activity that their trade will bring 
to local merchants.”

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CALHOUN COUNTY MAY BE 
ADVANCING BACKWARD. 


The editorial to follow, taken from the columns 
of the Anniston Star, is published in the columns 
of the Daily for two reasons.

ty to view how far the Calhoun population has 
moved with its Board of Commissioners problem. 
Secondly, the Daily wishes the people of Morgan 
county to think over the following article and 
see just what the present Calhoun plan of coun­ 
ty administration has meant for Calhoun: 
“The Anniston Star shares the opinion of a 
vast number of the cittoens of Calhoun cotlnty 
that the Board of Revenue is making a grave 
mistake in the proposed law to change the man­ 
ner of working the public highways whereby 
this .responsibility will be taken out of the hands 
J of a trained engineer and placed in the hands of 
the several commissioners, and it to believed that 
the members of the board themselves will see 
tbeir mistake when the proposed change Bhall 
have been further considered in a light of the 
objection» that have been directed to their a t­ 
tention. 
“Calhoun county is much larger than the city 
of Anniston. The members of the county board 
are charged with a responsibility much greater 
than that of members of the city council. It is 
inconceivable, however, that the city should pro­ 
pose the dismissal of its city engineer and charge 
each of the members of the council with the work 
of building roads and streets in his section of the 
city. It might be stated, on the other hand, that 
it is because the city has worked its streets un­ 
der the direct supervision of a trained man, in 
whom responsibility is centralized, that Anniston 
today rank» as one of the best paved cities of 
its size in the country. The county is not in such 
a happy position. It has seen fit for many years 
to conduct its road work in a slip-shod, unsys­ 
tematic way, with the result that we are compare 
atively the most backward county in the state in 
this res pec i 
‘It may be that the commissioners do not like 
* present county engineer, Mr. Ilygh B. Black- 
i£ and while this paper believes that the work

Daily: “The Anniston Star is pro­ 
posing the establishment of a can­ 
ning factory in Calhoun county. 
The Star raises the same point, 
which the Junior Chamber of Com­ 
merce is investigating here, native­ 
ly: ’How many cans of imported 
vegetables are bought on the jo- 
cal m arket?’ If a canning factpry 
was established in the Twin Cities 
and sold nothing except on the 
local market, 
probably 
$50,000 
would be kept at home which now 
finds its way into the pockets,, of 
cittoens of other sections.” 


Canning factories are fine thing* 
for all towns in agricultural sec­ 
tions to have, as they encourage 
the growing of more and better 
vegetables and fruits and bring 
increased revenue to the farmers 
from sources that ordinarily are 
not reached by them. 
In, Calhoun and in Morgan coun­ 
ties 
especially 
canning 
planta 
should prove paying 
institutions 
and do a great amount of good 
both for the fanners and the bus­ 
iness interests of the towns. Co­ 
operative canning plants with the 
farmers of a couaty generally tak­ 
ing a financial interest in them, 
have be^n found to pay well in 
other sections. They would pay as 
well in 'Calhoun ajid Morgan. 
An enormous sum of money is 
sent out at Calhotrh county each 
year for vegetables 
and 
fruits 
canned in other sections, which 
might just as easily be saved and 
kept among Calhqun farmers thru 
the canning of such products here. 
Another thing a canning plant 
in Anniston would do would be 
to help the Curb Market by provid- 
ig a larger quantity aid a greater 
variety of early vegetables for the 
market. The best of the products 
would reach the Curb Market while 
the bulk of them would go into 
the canning process, thus the plant 
and the market would work to the 
advantage of each.
